day night, as the firm of Cam- 
pavelli & Cardi, through their 
attorney Simon Cutter asked 
for a permit for a gravel pit 
off West Street which would be 
about 17 acres in area, 
Campanelli & Cardi are the 
main contractors for Route 93 
(formerly Route 28) as it goes 
through the Wilmington -Reading| 
Wobum sector. 

Town Engineer George Maynard, 
several weeks ago obtained an 
injunction against the firm 
for operating a gravel piton 
property of Henry Mastermarino 
off West Street, Thegravelpit 
had not been licensed by the 
town, 

Since then town officials 
have been checking closely in- 
to gravel pit operations in 
the area, to insure that no 
illegal pits were qened. 

Bit Found Last Thureday 
Last Thursday Maynard, check- 
ing on a report found a pit in 
South Wilmington, off Main St. 
which had not been licensed, 
was presumably operating m 
town owned land, and of which 
no official knew until its dis! 
covery. 

Maynard was checking on a pit) 
being operated by Campenelli 
& Cardi at the time. The pit, 
it turned out, was in Woburn 
but the trucks came out onto 
the highway through land that 
was in Wilmington, 

While checking, he heard the 
noise of power shovels further 


West. 

Going to the source of the| 
noise Maynard found a pit in 
full operation on property 
which Wilmington town offic- 
ials say is town owned land. 

A cut had been made into the| 
side of a hill, and about 6000 
yards of gravel had been re- 
moved. Trucks leased to a Wo- 
burn firm were busy removing 
more. 

After determining that the o- 
peration was in Wilmington May 
nard notified Building Inspect 
or, Minot Anderson who has| 
charge of enforcing the Zoning 
Laws. 

Anderson visited the pit on 
Friday, and then called the 
police. One of the trucks was 
stopped by the police, and 
found to be operating without 
a license plate. 

Town Counsel Phillip Buzzell 
advised that a criminal com- 
plaint be asked for, in Wotum 
Court, and Anderson visited 
the pit again on Monday, to 
catch someone in the act of 
removing gravel. 

By this time the operations 
had gone to the point where 
the gravel was being removed 
from land within the limits of 
the city of Wobum. 

It is understood that no com- 
nlaint has yet been issued.

THE BIG WORD "IF' ‘ 

The news that Wilmington will prabably have 
an $68.50 tax rate this year will be a hard 
pill for a few people at least to swallow, all 

which is an introductory phrase to the word 
in the lead of this item, i.e. "if'. 

In 1945 the Legislature enacted a State Tax 
Apportionment Law, which governs to this day 
the distribution of Income Tax money to the var 
ious cities and towns. 

Out of every $1000 the State collects under 
this law, Wilmington gets 67 cents and Boston 
gets $207.39. These facts were brought out by 
Edward Devlin, last Sunday in his column on the 
edit crial page of the Bostm Herald. 

Mr. Devlin chose two towns to talk about, 
Wilmington and Natick. In itself this is a com- 
pliment of a sort. He was arguing for a new 
law, as was provided should be in 1955, at the 
time of the original enactment. 

Mr. Devlin didn't quite give the whole story 
something that is impossible to do anyway, in 
the limited space available in a newspaper col- 
umn. 

But he brought out the point that if the 
Legislators had followed out the original in- 
tent of the law Wilmington would today be get- 
.ting $1.67 of each $1000, because of our tre- 
mendous increase in valuation. 

The law is based on the vaiuations of the 
towns in 1945. At that time Wilmington had a 
valuation, according to the state, of$4,651,000 
Today it has a valuation by the same source of 
$29,550,000. 

The increase would mean that instead of hav- 
ing received $108,181.68 for school aid we 
should have received $257,743.20. And the dif- 
ference amounts to ex@ctly $8.13 in the present 
day tax rate, which is a luscious bit of change 
for any taxpayer to behold. 

But - and here comes the "if" - but if the 
Legislature had finally vcted to reapportion in 
. 1955, as they were supposed to have, the tax- 
payers of Wilmington could have bet their bot- 
tom dollars that a new formula would have been 
evolved at the same time, so that we would 
still be on the bcttom side. 

Remember how they were going to apportion 
the money from the sales tax.’ Towns like Boston 
Ler get $16 while towns like Wilmingto would

bs The same thing would hold true, in a reap- 
portionment of the Income Tax Law. The big city

These are important questions, with much to 
be said pro and cor. So far it has been mly 
informal, but one of these days the School Com- 
mittee is gaing to have tc make a decisia.

Paul Poehler, Jr., Director of Elementary Edu- 
eation in Lexington, and prominent in the Na- 
tional Science Teachers' Association, will be 
the guest speaker. His topic will be Trends in 
Science Teaching. Also a movie, "The Challenge 
of Space," will be shown, as well as filmstrips 

Wilmington's outline for science will be de- 
sceibed in introductory remarks by School Sup- 
erintendent Collins, High School Principal Me- 
Mahon, and the head of the Science Department, 
Miss Farello. 

The Science Fair, which is part of the program 
of Science Night, has many projects entered. 
Our budding scientists hope to exhibit "Cloud 
Seeding", "Model of the Universe", "Effects of 


Dyes upon Fabrics", "Diabetes Mellitus", --just 
some of the long list of entries. 

We firmly believe that the greatest boost we 
ean give to scientific education is genuine pa- 
rental interest in what the students are work- 
ing on in this field. This interest, rather 
than carping criticism of American scientific 
education, will do most to produce good scien- 
tists and good citizens.

To speak about this matter further, there 
were many things that had happened in the past 
few days which did not appear on the floor,but 
which can be the subject of comment in me way 
or another. 

In the first place everyone in the meeting 
had nothing but admiration for Tom Daly. Ile was 
not asking for sympathy. lle was asking for the 
right to subdivide his land, and if this could 
have been done without ultimately increasing 
the towns taxes it would have been allowed, but 
the town demonstrated its faith in the state- 
ments of the Planning Board, and voted against 
the article.

But somebody was trying 
tactics that smell more of Tammany Hall than 
anything else, and the town didn't fall for it. 

As we have said, Mr. Eaton proved to be a 
highly diverting young man. The secmd diver- 
sion, the me that took the chip cdf the shoul- 
der of the townspeople was the speech by Mr. 
Cutter. 

That gentleman relinquished ‘the chair to ar- 
gue m the New England Gas Company Article. He 
tried the humorous approach, and the people 
loved it. What good it did is a debatable ques- 
tion. He was followed by another speaker who 
spoiled everything, from Cutter's viewpoint. It 
has hecpme axiomatic that the people vote a- 
gainst the thoughts of this individual, if no 
other opinions are given m the floor of the 
town meeting.

Perhaps it is a small thing, but to our way 
of thinking the future generations will be able 
to say - "What, didn't those pegple think e- 
nough of their soldiers and sailors to erect a 
maqument?' The town saved 30 cents m the tax 
rate, and gathered itself a little shame in the 
bargain. 

ur next comment on the meeting, as such, 
will be on the quality cf the work of the Mode- 
rators. 

Ur. Elfman, we are sorry to say, lost con- 
trol of the meeting. We have seen him do very 
goal work, but this wasn't the occasion. It was 
necessary for one man, who knew parlimentiary 
proceedure quite thoroughly, to snarl into the 
microphone that he was the speaker, and that he 
hadn't finished speaking. It was aleo necessary 
for the Planning Board to insist on its right 
to make a report on the subject.

‘I have lived here 45 
years - now going on 81 --like 
the town and like the people 
and can look any man in the 
eye, The Planning Board has a 
feeling of animosity towards 
me. All of you people are in- 
terested in homes and real es- 
tate - we have a high class of 
people in Wilmingtan. It is my 
hope to have 150 homes on this 
property, with high class of 
people -- 


John Tobey, Chairman of the 
Planning Board: 

We have considered this pro- 
blem thoroughly. We are very 
sympathetic towards Mr. Daly 
but our duty lies to the town 
as a whole. 

There will be an increase of 
taxes if this land is rezoned. 


We will have to have more pol- 
ice, more fire protection, 
build more schools. 

We have enough properly zoned 
land in town at the present 
time to take care of our pre- 
sent needs, and if we change 
this we will have to change 
elsewhere - it would result in 
an influx all over town. The 
town has expanded as far as 
its present finances will per- 
mit -- as our town expands we 
can open up other zones.’ 

There was a flood of applause 
after Tobey had finished. 
Curtis: ‘The Planning Board 
would like to have you believe 
there is a crisis. We have ex- 
panded from a population of 
3500 people in 1945 - the old- 
people welcomed the newcomers 
as an asset, - which they are. 
When Route 28 is built the 
town will be regimented - di- 
vided against itself. New 
schools and other facilities 
will have to be built anyway.’ 
Maynard Eaton took the floor. 
After he had spoke a few min- 
utes he was interrupted by 
Bert Sell: 

‘am I to understand that Mr. 
Daly cannot sell his land un- 
less we rezone?’
